national army life In Camp Cirant, so 
J will lake this opportunity to tell thr 
people of Grand Kaplds something ol 
the life, and our trip hero.

probably remember that when we lo't 
iho weather was very unsettled, and 
many limes during the day on our 
trip it rained pretty hard. 
We wcro 


treated royally all along the lino, 
bands and large crowds of people 
with banners wore at the depots to 
give us cheers as we passed thru. At 
New Lisbon u special troop train was 
started and carloads of men were 
picked up at Portage and Madison. 
At Madison we were all served with a 
hot supper by the Van Noy Interstate 
people, each man was given a card- 
board box about the size of a shoe 
box, filled with "grub," and I will say 
it was good. 
Then men passed thru

They 
had been using a boat and Schill and 
Renne were in the boat, and the two 
men had landed, and were climbing 
out of the boat, when Schill grabbed 
his gun by the muzzle and pulled it 
Toward him. When this was done it 
is evident that the hammer caught on 
something and caused the gun to dis- 
charge, tearing away a part ot tne 
paUii of his left hand and then the 
charge struck him in the left sirte. 


It is almost a miracle that he was 


not killed, as a charge of f.ne shot ut 
such short range will generally tear 
a hole clear thru the human body, 
but the fact that he had on heavy 
clothing and a part of the force may 
have been wasted on his hand may 
have had something to do with it. 


Schill was rendered 
unconscious 


by"the shock, but the boys took him 
across the lake and to Nekoosa as 
fast as possible, at which place help 
had been telephoned for, and he was 
brought to this city subsequently. It 
was found that he was badly wounded 
but there is little doubt but what In 
will entirely recover, and since h,;

Bark's Medicinal Virtues Were First 


Discovered 
in 
That 
Country 


Many Centuries Ago. 


Jesuit's bark Is one of several 


names given d> 
U«e Peruvian bark 


from which quinine Is made. 
The 


medicinal virtues of the bark are said 
to have been discovered by a Jesuit 
nbout loSH, but.it Is likely they were 
known to the natives of Peru before 
the Spanish .1 HSU Its visited that coma- 
try. 
Another name of the nrtiele. cin- 


chona, undoubtedly is of Spanish ori- 
gin. In 3029'u Spanish nobleman, the 
count of Chlnchon, was appointed gov- 
ernor of Peru and during his residence 
•there his wife was cured of an attack 
of fever and ague by mean* of the 
powdered bark and when about to em- 
bark she took a quantity of the bark 
with her. .She died on the voyage, but 
the bark reached Spain and In grateful 
remembrance of the countess of Chin- 
ebon, it was called Cinchona, or. as It 
should have been, Chlnconn. The Brit- 
ish Encyclopedia says: "The earliest 
well-aut'hentlcat-eO Instance of the med- 
icinal use of cinchona bark is found 
in the year 1038, when (he countess of 
Chfnchon (hence the name), the wife 
of the governor of Peru, was cured of 
nu attack of fever by its administra- 
tion. 
A knowledge of (he bark was 


disseminated throughout Europe by 
members of the Jesuit brotherhood, 
whence It also became generally known 
us Jesuit's bark."

The Brit- 
ish Encyclopedia says: "The earliest 
well-authenticated instance of the med- 
icinal use of cinchona bark is found 
in the year 1038, when the countess of 
Chinchon (hence the name), the wife 
of the governor of Peru, was cured of 
an attack of fever by its administra- 
tion 
A knowledge of the bark was 


disseminated throughout Europe by 
members of the Jesuit brotherhood, 
whence it also became generally known 
us Jesuit's bark." 


The Egyptian "Fellah." 


Tho Egyptian "Fellah" is a curious

the wholesale disclosure of his affairs

He is as secretive us the Scotch- 


man,

For short periods he 
would pay 50 and 60 per cent and 
when in 1899, an effort was made to 
create an equitable' system of rural 
credits the average existing rate of in- 
terest for all loans was 27 per cent per 
annum.

Much Remain Practically Unchanged by Work of 


The Conferees.

(Corporations Will Pay Their Full Share Toward the Financing of the War- 


New System of Graduating the Amount of Assessment Adopted Be. 


llcved to Be the Best That Could Be Devised. 


Washington.—Tho Joint conferees on 


ffhe war revenue bill completed their 
klraft after two weeks of deliberation. 


As revised by the conferees the 


measure has been raised from the levy 
Used by the senate of $2,410,070,000 to 


;an flfrgretfnte of approximately $2,700,- 
'000,000.. Chairman Simmons of the 
senate finance committee estimated 
that the Increase made by the con- 
ferees would approach $275,000,000. 


Profits lax Modified. 


The excess war profits tax, as agreed 


to by the conferees, Is a modification 
of 
the 
senate 
bill, the 
principal 


changes being In the maximum and 
^minimum rates of exemption upon 
which the tax Is to be determined. 
The senate graduated scale of exemp- 
tions ran from G to 10 per cent, while 
the house exemption Sato was S per 
cent. The conferees adopted the grad- 
uated rate of from 7 to 9 per cent. 


The definition of capital, which was 


a point upon which the conferees ar- 
gued for days, was modified so as to 
provide that the actual value of tangi- 
ble property paid Into a corporation 
or partnership or Individual business 
before January 1, 1914, shall be taken 
us of that date. 
The proviso as to 


good will and other Intangible prop- 
erty has been somewhat liberalized. 


As to "Invested Capital." 


In calculating wur excess profits the 


terms "Invested capital" of corpora- 
tions and partnerships was declared 
to include "actual cash paid In, actual 
cash value and other tangible prop- 
euy paid for stock or shares at the 
time of payment or January 1, 1014, 
but In no case to exceed tha par value 
of the original securities; paid In or 
earned surplus and undivided profits 
used or employed In the business, ex- 
clusive of undivided prollts earned dur- 
ing the taxable year." 
. The allowance for Intangible assets 
Includes "actual cash value of patents 
and copyrights paid In for stock or 
chares at the time of payment .... 
good will trademarks, trade brands, 
franchises ... 
If for bone-fide pay- 


ments not to exceed the cash value." 


It stipulates that such Intangible 


assets exchanged for securities before 
March 8, 1017, not exceeding 20 per 
cent of the total, shall be Included at 
a value not exceeding a fair cash 
value at the time of purchase. 


Postal Increases. 


', A flat Increase on reading matter of 
% cent per pound until July 1, 1019, 
and % cent thereafter was provided. 
Advertising matter exceeding 5 per 
cent of the total space would be taxed 
from *4 to ^14 cents additional until 
July 1. 19.19, and from % to 4ft cents 
more until July 1, 1920; and from % 
to 6% cents to 1021 and from 1 cent 
to 0 cents thereafter. 


An additional tax of % cent per 


pound until July 1, 1919, and % cent 
thereafter, on religious, agricultural, 
fraternal and similar publications was 
adopted. 


The 1 cent tax on letters, excepting 


drop letters and postal cards, was re- 
stored by the conferees, A 1 cent ad- 
ditional tax on postal and private 
mailing cards was added. The flrst- 
class mall Increases are estimated to 
raise $00,000,000, and are effective 30 
days afetr the passage of the act. The 
eenate provision exempting from post- 
age leetters written by soldiers and 
eailors abroad was retained. 


Railroad Tickets Hit. 


• The conferees levied 8 per cent In 
Weu of the senate rate of 5 and the 
Incuse rate of 10 per cent on passenger 
transportation, estimated to raise from 
the compromise levy abouot $00,000,- 
000 Instead of $37,500,000 under the 
isenate plan. The 3 per cent tax on 
Jfrelgh.6 transportation was retained 
and the tax on express transportation 
•was Increased so that 1 cent' would be 
Sevled on each 20 cents paid Instead 
of each 25 cents. The house 10 per 
cent tax on Pullman accommdatlons, 
'cut to 5 per cent by the senate, was 
restored and Is estimated to raise $5,- 
000,000. 


In lieu of tho house G per cent 


tax on sales of automobiles by manu- 
facturers 
and 
the 
senate 
federal 


license tax on owners, the conferees 
adopted a 3 per cent tax on all motor 
vehicles, Including trucks, payable by 
manufacturers, producers and import- 
ers. ' 


Taxes of 3 per cent ol manufactur- 


ers' ales of musical Instruments and 
jewelry also were written in, with a 
*ax of 1A cent a foot on motion plc- 
iture film. 


New Inheritance T*x. 


Jk. new system of graduated Inheri- 


tance taxes was written Into the bill 
In lieu of the house plan and despite 
the senate's rejection of such taxes. 
The new rates on Inheritances, with 
those of Americans in military service 
exempted, range from one-half of 1 
per cent on $50,000 estates to 19 per 
cent on estates of $10,000,000

Mr. Kltchln, who objected 
n> ihH »»fji-^tn'e W It passed th« .senate' 
as n "rich man's measure," suit) finally 


the conferees In the senate bill was 
secured from tho postage, public utili- 
ties and manufacturing sales section 
and the now Inheritance taxes. 


With but few exceptions, the new 


taxes are effective with the passage of 
tho act. 


Senate Veralon Stands. 


The Income tax section was adopted 


virtually as written by the senate. Tho 
new 2 per .cent normal tax on Incomes 
of more than $2,000 for married per- 
sons and $1,000 for single persons is 
In addition to the present law exempt- 
Ing Incomes of less than $3,000 for sin- 
gle persons and $4,000 for married per- 
sons. Thus those between the new low 
exemption bases and the present ex- 
emptions will pay only the 2 per cent 
tax, but single persons having an in- 
come of $8,000 or more and married 
persons whoso Income Is $4,000 or more 
would pay the full 4 per cent normal 
tax. 


The senate Income provision allow- 


ing an additional exemption of $200 
for each dependent child to heads of 
families subject to the present law was 
retained. Tho exemption for children, 
however, does not apply to those sub- 
ject to the new reduced taxes.with the 
$2,000 and $1,000 exemptions, respec- 
tively, for married and single per- 
sons. 


Surtax Is Agreed Upon. 


Surtaxes were agreed upon as fol- 


lows : 


One per cent on Income over $5,000 


and less than $7,500; 2 per cent be- 
tween $T,500 and $10,000; 3 por cent 
between $10,000 and $12,500; 4 per cent 
between $12,500 and $15,000; 5 per cent 
between $15,000 and $20,000; 7 per cent 
between $20,000 and $40,000; 10 per 
18 per cent between $80,000 and $100,- 
per cent between $00,000 and $80,000; 
IS per cent bctwene $80,000 and $100,- 
000; 22 per cent between $100,000 and 
$150,000; 25 per cent between $150,000 - 
and $200,000; 80 por cent between 
$200,000 and $250,000; '84 per cent be- 
tween $250,000 and $300,000; 37 per 
cent between $300,000 and $500,000; 
40 per cent between $500,000 and $750,- 
000; 45 per cent between $750,000 and 
$1,000,000, and 50 per cent on Incomes 
exceeding $1,000,000. 


Increased Tax on Whisky. 


Increased senate rates on whisky 


and beer were virtually retained, and 
that on wines somewhat reduced. The 
tax on distilled spirits was made $2.10 
per gallon when for beverage use and 
$1 less for Industrial purposes, esti- 
mated 
to 
raise 
$135,000,000. 
The 


amendment prohibiting Importation of 
distilled spirits for beverage use was 
retained. Floor taxes to reach with- 
drawn liquors were approved. 
Beer 


was taxed $1.50 per barrel additional, 
to raise $'10,000,000, an Increase of 25 
cents per barrel over the house rate. 


Present wine taxes were doubled. 
Taxes on nonalcoholic beverages 


were 
compromised. 
On 
prepared 


sirups and extracts the taxes gradu- 
ated from 5 to 20 cents Instead of 
from 3 to 12 cents u gallon were 
adopted. Grape juice and other soft 
drinks are taxed 1 cent per gallon, as 
provided by the senate in reducing the 
original 2-cent rate of the house.

GARFELD FIXES COAL PRICES 


Fuel AdmlnUtrator Announces Final 


Decision, Which Will Be Bind- 


hifl on All Dealers. 


Washington. — Ftlel 
Administrator 


Garfleld announced regulations, effec- 
tive at once, for the limitation of the 
retail prices of bituminous and an- 
thracite coal throughout the country. 


The fuel administration has fixed, 


in the conclusions arrived at, not the 
specific price which the retail dealer 
will be allowed to charge the -con- 
sumer, but the gross margin which 
the retail dealer will be allowed to add 
to the average wholesale cos,t of his 
coal in making retail prices. 


The retail dealer will be allowed to 


sell, coal to the consumer at a price 
representing an advance of not more 
than 80 per cent over the retail gross 
margin of 1915. In no case, however, 
is the gross margin from now on ,to 
exceed the gross margin of July, 1917. 


If, for example, a retail coal dealer 


bought u particular kind of coal In 
1016 at an average of .$2 a ton and 
sold it to the consumer at $3 a ton, 
his gross margin, was $1. Dr. Garfleld 
now allows him to add- 80 per .cent to 
this amount, making his gross margin 
for 1917 $1.30, provided that is not in 
excess of his gross margin, in July 
last. , .

United States to 'Be Equipped With 


Full Information on All Matters 


That Are. Vital".'to 


l:ts Interests. 


New York.—President Wilson, being 


fully advised of the fact that the Eu- 
ropean governments have for nearly 
three years been gathering and collect- 
Ing data, which would be indlspensl- 
ble at the now unknowable but yet In- 
evitable date, when the .warring na- 
tions meet to settle peace terms, has 
asked Col. E. M. House, his Intimate 
friend and unofficial counselor, to as- 
sume this complex and gigantic task. 


Colonel House has accepted the un- 


dertaking, 
and 
with 
characteristic 


promptitude and thoroughness has al- 
ready' made groundwork plans for as- 
sembling nil pertinent information, his- 
torical, geographical, and ethnological. 
His initial move was the selection as 
his chief lieutenant of Dr. John H. Fin- 
ley, New York state commissioner of 
education, who has just returned from 
Europe, where he made an' exhaus- 
tive study of conditions. 


The selection of Doctor FInley Is in- 


dicative of the sort of experts .wl'th 
whom Colonel House will confer. No 
man or woman with ...a preconceived 
opinion which might tempt one to color 
circumstances so as to prove the-cor- 
rectness of a personal point of view 
will be permitted to participate In a 
work- where-open-mlndedness Is a pre- 
requisite'to tho arrival at conclusions 
that will enable the government to de- 
termine upon a correct policy. 


Prejudice to Be Barred. 


Emphasis is put upon the unalter- 


able determination that neither pro- 
fessional pacifists nor confirmed mili- 
tarists can be in the slightest degree 
useful In preparing statistics for gov- 
ernmental guidance, which must be 
without taint of bias. 


In an interview Colonel House made 


It plain that his appointment does not 
Indicate any 
thought of immediate 


peace Is now being entertained by the 
United States government. He agrees 
with Lord NorthcIIffo in his message 
delivered before the American Bank- 
ers' association In Atlantic City that 
peace seems far 
oft' and America 


should beware the trickery and treach- 
ery of such propaganda. The truth Is 
that this effort on the part of the 
United States to analyze war condi- 
tions and evolve a plan of procedure 
•when hostilities end Is a belated one, 
just 
as 
our military 
preparations 


lagged for a period. But now It is 
"full steam ahead and dam the tor- 
pedoes" with our nrmy and navy -with 
not n thought of let-up in mind, so 
from now on there will 
be urgent 


prosecution of search for material, his- 
torical and informative, concerning the 
world war. 
This quest of data-, will 


keep pace with an energetic prosecu- 
tion of tho contest, but will not halt It 
in any way. To pause now In any 
phase of belligerent endeavor might 
make the prospect of pence even more 
remote than It seems at present. 


No Sign of Early Peace. 


The government sees nothing what- 


ever to indicate the early approach of 
peace, nor will Colonel House have 
anything to do with ascertaining the 
point of view of either the Entente 
belligerents or the central powers, or 
possible terras, upon the basis of which 
they might be willing to enter into ne- 
gotiations. He will remain In the Unit- 
ed States. It Is possible that the state 
department will be able to afford him 
aid in the work he has undertaken, 
but he will not work with the depart- 
ment nor in a diplomatic capacity, for- 
mal or Informal. He will'have no title 
and will receive no salary. 


The appointment of Colonel House 


affords another illustration of the ex- 
panding position of the United States 
In world affairs. 
Heretofore the state 


department has been equipped with 
virtually all the information that was 
necessary to the solution of Interna- 
tional problems-in which the United 
States has taken a direct Interest The 
war has brought new problems and 
projected this country. Into a field of 
International activity which It has sel- 
dom entered before. 


Information Must Be Ready. 


The questions -which will come be- i 


fore the peace conference at the end 
of the war will'be mujtltudlnous. The 
freedom of the seas, the neutralization 
of seaways, the political homeogenelty 
of peoples who claim the right of self- 
government, and the disposition of ter- 
ritorial possessions involving economic,

experts, probably college professors, 
economists-and specialists in commer- 
cial and/financial affairs. 
The work 


he Is to pel-form will not be connected 
with similar undertakings in any of 
the countries with which the1 United 
States is associated in the war. 


State department officials, when re- 


minded of the statement that the 
United States 
would be Interested 


In purely European territorial ques- 
tions, answered/ that the American 
army was In France, and that the 
United States would, of course, have 
delegates at the peace conference. 
Colonel House will be expected to gath- 
er 
specific 
information 
by which 


American peace delegates can follow 
the conference intelligently. 


These data will be compiled pri- 


marily to assist American representa- 
tives at the peace conference after the 
war, but may also be used in the mean- 
time to help guide the government in 
formulating policies. It has no bear- 
Ing on peace negotiations or negotia- 
tions of any kind with foreign govern- 
ments, which, of course, come within 
the province of the president and the 
state department. 


The United States government isn't 


getting ready to enter into peace ne- 
gotiations with Germany, isn't going 
to meddle in strictly European ques- 
tions relating to the war, and Isn't ne- 
gotiating just yet on the problems of 
peace with the Entente, as has fre- 
quently been surmised. 


Must Have Data in Advance. 


It Is important for the United States 


government now and 
will be even, 


more important later on to have a so- 
called "who's who and what's what" 
in the war in order that all phases in- 
volved may be properly understood by 
reference to data compiled in advance.

the grades and in some of these it is 
probable that the courses may have 
been discontinued this year. The last 
report of State Superintendent C. P. 
Cary, just issued, shows that German 
is taught in the grades in five cities— 
La Crosse, Milwaukee, Ripon, River 
Fa,lls a.nd Shebpygan. In River Falls, 
German is taught in the grades by the 
special practice teacher from the nor- 
mal school.

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In one of the passages from the description of 


the raid made by General Sullivan on the Five 
Nations In his memorable punitive expedition dur- 
ing the Revolutionary war, it is set forth that 
among the rows of corn were found cucumbers 
and watermelons so delicious that the raiders sat 
down to eat of them, even though the hour was 
two o'clock in the morning. The Indians intro- 
duced melons of all kinds from southern climes, 
and by extreme care adapted them to .northern 
temperatures. 


It was after the advent of Columbus that the 


Indians of this continent became proficient in the 
cultivation of the "Irish" potato. The tuber was 
brought from the Andean heights by Spanish ad- 
venturers and was introduced In the Southern 
pant of the United States. Before the American 
Revolution, however, the Indian experts were de- 
veloping many varieties of It and the Iroquois 
were especially proficient as growers of the root, 
of which there are *about 200 varieties. 
Potato 


meal was originally an Indian product. Yams and 
sweet potatoes were raised In abundance. 


The Indian farmer also raised many kinds of 


vegetables and was experimenting with many 
others before the advent of the European races. 


The tomato, which is of South

Primitive as the manual part of the farm ng of

Science points strongly to the theory that the 
horse had its origin in this Western world, but 
the animal disappeared many aeons before the 
aborigines appeared. 
The Indian had neither 


horses nor bullocks, and had he developed a plow 
he would have had no animals to draw it. He had 
no wheels, rakes or such devices, for the wheel 
had never been in use among primitive races or 
the \merlcans. The dog-drawn litter, or travois, 
was about as near as the Indian ever got to a 
wagon. 
His agricultural Implements were few 


and simple. What with his hoe and mattock, his 
willow rake and his planting stick, he had run. 
the gamut of tools. What he lacked .in equipment! 
he made up in enthusiasm and skill. 


Smithsonian Excavates Ruins in New Mexico 


Washington. D. C.—Ar 


the bureau of American ethnology of the Smith- 
sonian institution and the Museum of the Amer- 
ican Indian. Heye Foundation of New York City, 
under the immediate direction of Mr. F. W. Hodge, 
ethnologist in charge of the bureau mentioned, 
has just concluded its first season of excavating 
among the ruins of Hawikuh in western Now 
Mexico. 
This pueblo was one of the famed 


"Seven Cities of Cibola," which was seen by Mar- 
cos de Niza, a Franciscan friar, In 1539, and was 
the scene of the death of his negro guide and com- 
panion. 
In the following year the pueblo was 


stormed by Francisco Vasquez Coronado, the cele- 
brated Spanish explorer, who almost lost his life 
In the attack. The Zuni occupants of Hawikuh 
lied to their stronghold a few miles away; the 
Spanish took possession of their village, which 
Coronado called Grenada, and while there wrote 
his report to tho viceroy of Mexico, giving an 
account of his expedition up to that time and 
sending various products of the country and ex- 
amples of native art. 


The excavations were commenced at the close 


of May'by Mr. Hodge, assisted by Mr. Alnnson 
Skinner and Mr. E. F. Coffin of the Museum of 
the American Indian. Work was begun in a great 
refuse heap forming the western slope of the ele- 
vation on which Hawikuh is situated. This refuse 
was found to contain many burials of Zuni dead, 
of which there were three types—remains cre- 
mntecl and deposited in clnerery vessels accom- 
panied by food and water vessels; others burled 
at length, or in abnormal postures without accom- 
paniments; and 
usually dismembered; others 


still deposited at length wjth head directed east- 
ward and with them numerous vessels of earth- 
enware great quantities of food, and the per- 
sonal tools and ornaments of the deceased 
In 


all °37 graves were opened during the three 
months devoted to the work in which quantities 
of pottery vessels of various forms and with a 
Tent range of decorative palntlnp, were uncov- 
ered 
Among burials of the third type mentioned 


were several skeletons of members of the Zuni 
Priesthood of the Bow, with their war parapher- 
nalia. Including bows and arrows, sacred paint, 
war clubs, and their personal or ceremonial be- 
longings. 


"A Franciscan mission was established at Hawl- 


• kuh in 1G39 and continued in operation until 1670, 
when the-pueblo was abandoned on account of 
Apache depredations. Considering the length of 
time since the village was forsaken by Its Inhab- 
itants, the remains.were In a remarkably good 
state of preservation. The deposit of great quan- 
tities of food In the graves, especially boiled corn 
on the cob, had the effect of decaying the bones 
but of preserving the materials that usually more 
readily perish, such as baskets, fabrics, and ob- 
•jects of wood, many of which were saved by im- 
mediate treatment. 
Many very beautiful things 


ornamental hair combs, ear pendants, and hair 
ornaments, some of which are so well executed 
as to be among the finest examples of encrusted 
turquoise over found in America, and far exceed^ 
ing the mosaic work of the Hop! Indians in Ari- 
zona today. 
Of the fabrics, various 
examples- 


were recovered, and indeed in one instance the 
clothing of a woman was so well preserved thati 
it was possible to study the character of her] 
dress from neck to feet. 
- The pottery of the Hawikuh people, ns men 
tioned, possesses a wide range of decoration and. 
coloring. Most of the designs are geometric, but 
numerous highly conventionalized figures of birds 
as well as many lifelike forms of quadrupeds, 
the eagle, the butterfly, the tadpole, and the corn 
plant were found. Many of the vessels are deco- 
rated with a distinct glaze, black and green pre-j 
dominating. The vessels consist chiefly of bowls, 
ranging in size from tiny toy affairs to some as 
large as 15 Inches In diameter; but there are also 
large and small water jugs, and black, undeco- 
, rated cooking pots, duck-shaped vessels, and thej 
like. 
! 
The finds include, "among others, the cere-! 


monlal paraphernalia of a medicine man, comprisj 
Ing his medicines; a turkey's egg containing the| 
bones of the embryo and accompanied by a food! 
bowl; several skeletons of eagles, turkeys, andl 
dogs that had been ceremonially burled, and dei 
posits of pottery that had been broken in sacri-l 
fice and deposited in the cemetery not as burial] 
accompaniments. It was the custom of the Zunisj 
of Hnvlkuh to "kill" all the vessels deposited1 


with their dead by throwing them into the graves,] 
and this was likewise the case with other house-f 
hold utensils, such as metates and rnanos usedj 
in grinding corn. Some of the vessels escaped in- 
jury, while all of the fragments of the brokenj.' 
one's were carefully gathered and will be re-paired.. 


The site of Hawikuh covers an area of about; 


750 by 850 feet, so that only a comparatively) 
small part of the site was excavated during this; 
season. The refuse was found to attain a depth, 
of 14J/> feet In the western slope, and It will] 
probably be found to reach a depth of-at least] 
18 feet before the walls of the summit of the ele-j 
vation are reached.

Washington.—The joint conferees on 


Uhe war revenue bill completed their 
flraft after two weeks of deliberation. 


As revised by the conferees tho 


measure has been raised from tho levy 
fixed by the senate of $2,410,070,000 to

Chairman Simmons of tho 


senate finance committee estimated 
that the increase made by tho con- 
ferees would approach $273,000,000. 


Profits Tax Modified. 


The excess war profits tux, as agreed 


to by tbe conferees, Is u modification 
of 
the 
senate 
bill, 
tho 
principal 


changes being in the maximum ami 
minimum rates of exemption upon 
which the tax Is to be determined. 
The senate graduated scale of exemp- 
tions ran from G to 10 per cent, while 
the house exemption flute was 8 per 
cent. The conferees adopted the grad- 
uated rate of from 7 to 0 per cent. 


The dellnltion of capital, which was 
tax. 


e point upon which the conferees ar- 
gued for days, was modified so as to 
provide that the actual value of tangi- 
ble property paid into a corporation 
or partnership or individual business 
before January 1, 1914, shall be taken 
as of that date. The proviso as to 
good will and other Intangible prop- 
erty has been somewhat liberalized. 


As to "Invested Capital." 


In calculating war excess profits tho 


terras "invested capital" of corpora- 
tions and partnerships was declared 
to Include "actual cash puld In, actual 
cash value and other tangible prop- 
erty paid for stock or shares at tho 
time of payment or January 1, 1014, 
but ia no case to exceed tho par value 
of the original securities; paid In or 
earned surplus and undivided profits 
used or employed in the business, ex- 
clusive of undivided profits earned dur- 
ing tho taxable year." 
, The allowance for intangible assets 
Includes "actual cash value of. patents 
and copyrights paid In for stock or 
chares at the time of payment .... 
good will trademarks, trade brands, 
franchises ... if for bone-fide pay- 
ments not to exceed the cash value." 


It stipulates that such Intangible 


assets exchanged for securities before 
March 8, 1017, not exceeding 20 per 
cent of the total, shall be Included at 
a value not exceeding a fair cash 
value at the time ol' purchase. 


Postal Increases.

A new system of graduated Inherl-

nnce taxes was written Into the bill 
n lieu of tho house plan and despite 
the senate's rejection of such taxes. 
The new rates on Inheritances, with 
those of Americans In military service 
exempted, range from one-half oC 1 
per cent on $50,000 estates to 10 per 
cent on estates of $10,000,000

Senate Version Stands.

Fuel Administrator Announces Final 


Decision, Which Will Be Bind- 


l«B on All Dealers. 


Washington. — FUcl 
Administrator 


Qarfield announced regulations, effec- 
tive at once, for the limitation of the 
retail prices of bituminous and an- 
thracite coal throughout the country. 


Tho fuel administration has fixed, 


In the conclusions arrived at, not the 
specific price which the retail dealer 
will be allowed to charge the con- 
sumer, but the gross margin which 
the retail dealer will be allowed to add 
to the average wholesale cost of his 
coal In making retail prices. 


The retail dealer will be allowed to 


sell coal to the consumer nt a price 
representing nn advance of not more 
than 80 per cent over the retail gross 
margin of 1015. 
In no case, however, 


Is the gross margin from now on to 
exceed the gross margin of July, 1917. 


If, for example, a retail coal dealer 


bought a particular kind of coal in 
101B nt an average of $2 a ton and 
sold It to tho consumer at $8 a ton, 
his gross margin was $1. Dr. Gnrfleld 
now nllows him to add 30 per cent to 
this amount, making bis gross margin 
for 1017 $1.80, provided that Is not In 
excess of his gross margin In July 
last.

It Is possible that the state 
department will be ablo to afford him 
aid In the work he has undertaken, 
but he will not work with the depart- 
ment nor in a diplomatic capacity, for- 
mal or Informal, He will have no title 
and will receive no salary. 


The appointment of Colonel House 


affords another Illustration of tho ex- 
panding position of tho United States 
In world affairs. 
Heretofore the state 


department has been equipped with 
virtually ull the Information that was 
necessary to the solution of Interna- 
tional problems In which the United 
States has taken a direct Interest. The 
war has brought new problems nnd 
projected this country Into a field of 
International activity which It has sel- 
dom entered before. 


Information Must Be Ready. 


The questions which will come be- 


fore the peace conference at the end 
of tho war will be mujtltudlnous. Tho 
freedom of the seas, the neutralization 
of seaways, the political homcogcnelty 
of peoples who claim the right of self- 
government and the disposition of ter- 
ritorial possessions Involving economic, 
historical and pollWcal questions, will 
be somti\ of the many subjects to 
be considered, and the Information 
upon which conclusions may be based 
and policies decided must be at hand. 
It will be Colonel House's function to 
gather a corps of experts to get this 
material in form for use. Others, how- 
ever, will prepare the brief. 


With exclusive European problems, 


It Is not expected that the representa- 
tives of the United States at the peiu-o 
council will bo concerned. 
But In the 


disposition of general questions, relat- 
ing to economic Intercourse and po- 
litical development which will affect 
virtually all tho nations of the world, 
the United States wU have a potent 


voice. 
Tn accordance witn the policy 


that has been consistently followed 
since the outbreak of the war of hold- 
Ing aloof from European combinations 
except In the prosecution of the war, 
this government probably will ndt at- 
tempt to aid in the settlement of tradi- 
tional Euorpean quarrels, except flos- 
slbly as a matter of friendly Intdrest 
If opportunity arises. 


1 House Likely to Be Deleflate. 
It was said unofficially that when 


the time comes to organize a -peace 
conference, Colonel House, by virtue 
of his present- assignment, would In 
all probability be selected as one of 
tho delegates from the United States, 


It will be a part of Colonel House s 


task to gather Intelligence relating to 
commercial, economic and political sit- 
uations abroad. He will keep abreast 
of developments In all non-military af- 
fairs. 


Colonel House will have associated 


with him, as has been stated, several 
experts, probably college professors, 
economists and specialists In commer- 
cial ami financial affairs, 
The work 


he Is to perform will not be connected 
with similar undertakings in any of 
tho coimlrlos with which the United 
Slates Is associated In the war. 


Klnto department officials, when re- 


minded nf the statement that 
the 


United States would bo Interested 
In purely European territorial ques- 
tions, answered' that tlio American 
army was In Franco, and that the 
United States would, of course, have 
delegates nt 
Hie peace conference. 


Colonel House will bo expected to gath-

New York.—President Wilson, being

ready made groundwork plans for as- 
sembling all pertinent information, his- 
torical, geographical, and ethnological. 
His initial move was the selection as 
his chief lieutenant of Dr. John H. Fin- 
lev New York state commissioner of 
education, who has just returned from 
Kurope, where he made an' exhaus- 
tive study of conditions. 


The selection of Doctor Finley is in- 


dicative of the sort of experts with 
whom Colonel House will confer. *o 
man or woman with a preconceived 
opinion which might tempt one to color 
circumstances so as to prove the cor- 
rectness of a personal point of view 
will be permitted to participate in a 
work where- open-mindedness is a pre- 
requisite to the arrival at conclusions 
that will enable the government to de- 
termine upon a correct policy.

GERMAN IS BEING DROPPED 


Foreign Language Now Being Taught 


in Only Five Grade Schools 


of the State. 


Ma*ison—Compared with the large 


number of schools in the state only in 
a few are foreign languages taught in 
the grades and in some of these it is 
probable that the courses may have 
jeen discontinued this year. The last 
report of State Superintendent C. P. 
Gary, just issued, shows that German 
is taught in the grades in five cities- 
La Crosse, Milwaukee, Ripon, River 
Falls and Sheboygan. In River Falls, 
German is taught in the grades by the 
special practice teacher from the nor- 
mal school. 


Two cities—Milwaukee and River 


Falls—teach other foreign languages 
than German in the grades," says the 
report.

The retail dealer will be allowed to 


sell coal to the consumer at a price 
representing an advance of not more 
than 30 per cent over the retail gross 
margin of 1015. In no case, however. 
is the gross margin from now on to 
exceed the gross margin of July, i»J.<- 


If, for example, a retail coal dealer 


bought a particular kind of coal In 
1915 at an average of $2 a ton and 
sold it to the consumer at $3 a ton,

Secretary McAdoo Issued the follow-

"There is now offered to the Amer- 


ican people a new issue of $3,000,000,-

terms that every patriotic citizen will 
have an opportunity to assist the gov- 
ernment by lending his money upon 
security of the government bond.

come up for discussion, and the Amer- 
ican delegates must be forearmed with 
a mass of information and statistical 
data to meet every situation. 


No data concerning present condi- 


tions in Germany or Austria will come 
vithin the scope of Colonel House's 
work, as this would come under "mil- 
itary Information."

This Is largch the result of a plan to enable 


him in make use of the natural resources avail- 
able mi the various- Indian icservatlons heretofore 
utilized to n great extent by white men for their 
own benefit under the leasing system. 
Only last 


week there were put on sale at the Chicago mar- 
ket r>0 carloads of cattle from Indian herds. 
In 


many places the Indian has shown that lie can- 
not only raise rattle, but also obtain the top 
market price. 


During the las-f three years about SI 000,000 has 


been expended In the pun base of cuttle, sheep 
and horses to stock Ihe Indian langes. The bun- 
dling of these herds by the Indians lias more than 
Justllled the in\e«tinent. For example, the tribal 
herd placed on rln- Crow Indian reservation In 
Montana In the spring of 1011, at a cost of $105,- 
108, showed a net profit on December 31, 101!), of 
$297,001. Tlie tribal herd (if sheep on the Plcn- 
rllla reservation showed gross returns In the first 
y^ir of $17,2,10 on an Investment of $23,477. 


Tho Ihe stock on the Mirious Indian reserva- 


tions Is worth moie than S28,000,000. as compared 
with $22,777,07.5 in 1013. 
In addition to this In- 


crease of nifire than R.'.OOfl.OOO In value the In- 
dians have sold S,1,408,200 worth of stock and 
slaughtered $2,ii07,>i:(l worth for their own needs. 


As a herdsman the Indian has been particularly 


successful. 
The highest price paid on the Chi- 


cago market'for a grass-fed steer was recently re- 
ceived by nn Indian of the Crow tribe on a day 
when tlie general market value of the cattle was 
lower than on other dajs of the seasoij. 


Gradually tlie original unhyphenated American 


Is taking possession of his own again, lie Is man- 
aging his own fnnn and reaping his own harvests. 
Leases of allotted land decreased In number from 
28,847 In 191H to 10,420 in Ifllfi, n change In acre- 
age of from ,'!,10!),200 to l,8liS,770 
In l'01,"i the 


urea of tribal lands leased was 8,122,018 acres. 
In 1013 was 10,."B8,!)48. 


The Indian Is becoming n competitor tit the 


agricultural fair wllh the white man. lie Is rais- 
ing his own supplies, relieving the government to 
n considerable extent of (he necessity of making 
gratuitous Issues of tood under Ireaties to Induce 
him to remain where he Is on the reservation In- 
stead of reverting to the nomadic habits of his 
forefathers. 


Nor Is he any longer n vanishing race. 
The 


number of Indians Increased from 300,030 In 1013 
to 300,011 In 1,015. 
Gradually Ihe tendency to- 


ward tuberculosis, trachoma and kindred diseases, 
which prevailed among them to iui alarming ex- 
tent, Is being checked, This Is due to n medical 
campaign and the improvement cf housing con- 
ditions. 


It appears, therefore, that the turning point In 


the history of tlie Indians has been reached. His 
numbers arc Increasing, his wealth Is growing and 
he has tnlctm n place among the white men as the 
producer of wealth In a system of civilization with 
which his own manner of living was In direct con- 
flict. 


As formers, the Indian has shown the white 


man something worth while, particularly In tho 
growing of corn. It Is Interesting to note that ho 
planted pumpkins or squash 
among the corn 


hillocks, as does the white man now, and also 
sowed beans where the1 vines could twine them- 
selves about the cornstalks.

the raid made by General .Sullivan on the Five 
Nations In his memorable pmilll\e expedition dur- 
ing tln« Revolutionary war, It Is sea forth that 
among the rows of corn wero found cucumbers 
and watermelons so delicious that the rnldcra sat 
down to cat of them, even though the hour was 
two o'clock In (bc> morning.

Resolution, howe\er, Ihe Indian experts were de- 
veloping many varieties- of it and the Iroqiiols 
were especially proficient as growers of the root, 
of which there are 'about 200 varieties,

American apple owes 


much to the care of the Indian farmers, for the 
Indian was an able pomologlst. 
It was not un- 


usual 150 years ago for Indian orchards to have 
l,r>00 trees, all of which hud been duly pruned 
and cultivated by the people we are prone to re- 
gard as nomadic savages. To tho world the Indian 
Introduced such fruits as the persimmon, the paw- 
paw, 
the pineapple and the Virginia strawberry. 


Primitive as the manual part of the farming of 


the Indians may seem, their agriculture did very 
well with the facilities which wero available. 
Sell-nee points strongly to the theory that tho 
horse had Its origin In this Western world, but 
the animal disappeared many aeons before the 
aborigines appeared. 
The Indian had neither 


horses nor bullocks, and had he developed n plow 
he would have had no animals to draw It. He had 
no wheels, lakes or such devices, for the wheel 
had never been In use among primitive races of, 
the Amoileans. The dog-drawn litter, or travels, 
was about as near as the Indian ever got to a 
wngon. 
Ills agricultural Implements were few 


and s-imple. What with his hoe and mattock, his 
willow rake and his planting stick, he had run 
the gnmut of tools. What he lacked In equipment 
lie made up In enthusiasm and skill. 


Smithsonian Excavates Ruins in New Mexico 


Washington, D. C.—An expedition organised by 


the bureau of American ethnology of the Smith- 
sonian Institution and the Museum of the Amor- 
lean Indian, Ileye Foundation of New York City, 
miller tln> Immediate direction of Mr. F. W Hodge, 
ethnologist In charge of the bureau mentioned, 
has Just concluded Its first .season of excavating 
aiiiong the ruln.s of Ilawlkuh In western New 
Mexico. 
This pueblo was one of the famed 


"Seven Cities of Clhola," which was seen by Mar- 
cos de Nl7,a, a Franciscan friar, In IfiSf), and was 
the scene of the death of his negro guide and com- 
panion. 
In the following year the pueblo was 


stormed by Francisco Vasquez Coronado, the cele- 
brated Spanish explorer, who almost lost Ills life 
In tlm attack. 
The Zunl occupants of llawlknh 


fled to their .stronghold a few miles away; the 
Spanish took possession of their village, which 
Coronado called Grenada, and while there wrote 
his report to the viceroy of Mexico, ghlng nn 
account of his expedition up to that time and 
sending various products of the country and ex- 
amples of native art. 


The excavations wore commenced at the close 


of May by Mr. Hodge, assisted by Mr, Alansnn 
Skinner and Mr, 1C. F. Collln of the Museum of 
the American Indian. Work was begun In a great 
refuse heap forming (ho western slope of the ele- 
vation on which Hawlkuh Is situated. This refuse 
was found to contain many burials of /mil dead, 
of which there were three types—remains ere- 
muled and deposited In clnerery vessels accom- 
panied by food and water vessels; others burled 
af length, or In abnormal postures without accom- 
paniments; 
and 
usually dismembered; 
others 


•still deposited at length with head directed east- 
ward and with them numerous vessels of earth- 
enware, great quantities of food, and the per- 
sonal tools and ornaments of the deceased. 
In 


all, 
2!J7 graves were opened during the throe 


months devoted to the work In which quantities 
of pottery vessels of various forms and with a 
great range of decorative painting, were uncov- 
ered. Among burials of the third type mentioned 
wore several skeletons of members of the 55unl 
Priesthood of the Bow, with their war parapher- 
nalia, Including bows nml arrows, sacred paint, 
war clubs, and their personal or ceremonial be- 
longings, 


A Franciscan mission was established al Ilnwl- 


knli In 1080 and continued in operation until 1070, 
when the pueblo was abandoned on account of 
Apncho depredations-. 
Considering (he length of 


time since the village was forsaken by Its Inhab- 
itants, tlie remains were In n remarkably good 
slate of preservation. 
The deposit of great quan- 


tities of food In the graves, especially boiled corn 
on the cob, had the effect of decaying the bones 
but of preserving the materials that usually more 
readily perish, such us baskets, fabrics, and ob- 
jects of wood, ninny of. which were saved by Im- 
mediate trenlmuiit. 
Many very beautiful things

Most of the designs are geometric, but 
numerous highly conventionalized figures of birds, 
as well ns many lifelike forms of quadrupeds, 
the eagle, the butterlly, the tadpole, and the corn 
plant were found. Many of the vessels are deco- 
rated wlih a distinct glaze, black and green pre-1 
dominating. Tho vessels consist chiefly of bowlsj 
ranging In size from liny toy affairs to some ns 
large ns 15 Inches In diameter; but there are also! 
Irirgc and small water Jugs, and black, undeco-j 
rated cooking pots, duck-shaped vessels, and tho( 
like.

The finds Include, 'among others, Ihe cere-l 


monlnl pnraphornultn of a medicine man, comprls-j 
Ing his medicines; u turkey's egg containing the) 
bones of tho embryo and accompanied by a food! 
bowl; several skeletons of eagles, turkeys, and! 
clogs that had been ceremonially burled, and de- 
posits of pottery that had boon broken In sacri-| 
flee and deposited In the cemetery not as hurlalj 
accompaniments. It was the custom of. the Zunlst 
of Ilawlkuh to "kill" all tho vessels deposited' 
will) their dead by throwing them Into the graves] 
and this was likewise tho case with other house* 
hold utensils, such as nictates and taunos usodj 
In grinding corn. Some of the vessels escaped ln-j 
Jury, while all of the fragments of the broken! 
ones wero carefully gathered and will bo repaired.; 


Tho site of Ilawlkuh covers an urea ol about, 


7(50 by S50 feel, so that only n comparatively! 
small par! of the site was excavated during thlsj 
season. The refuse was found to attain a depth 
of M'/j feet In the western slope, and It will] 
probably be found to roach a depth of at leastj 
18 foot before the walls of the summit of the elc-j 
vatlon are reached. 


An Interesting discovery consists of the remains* 


of many walls entirely beneath this great deposit! 
of refuse, showing that the site was occupied Inj 
prehistoric times long before Hawlkuh Itself was 
built.

BRITISH WAR CRAFT DESTROY 


MANY GERMAN SUBMARINES. 


Part of One Crew Taken Prisoner, Say 


They Were Blown Through Con- 


ning Tower. 


London, Oct. 2.—Another series of 


thrilling reports of recent naval ac- 
tions against German submarines, il- 
lustrative of the manner in which the 
U-boat menace is being met, was giv- 
en out by the admiralty. The figures 
are official and authenticated, but no 
dates given. 


The statement begins by reciting 


how a torpedo gunboat sighted a peri- 
scope 600 yards away and turned ship 
so that the periscope was traveling 
in the" opposite direction to that in 
which it was first seen. 
When'at a 


distance of 50 yards the periscope dis- 
appeared 
and 
the 
gunboat, alter- 


ing Its course, passed over the sub- 
marine. 


The impact of the collision was felt, 


and when the captain estimated that 
the s-ubmarine was under the after- 
part of his ship, explosive charges 
were dropped astern. A seaplane re- 
ported patches of oil on the surface 
and a mine-sweeper found an obstruc- 
tion on the bottom Tit this point. 


A torpedo boat patrolling in the At- 


lantic- found a steamer torpedoed and 
sinking. The survivors were rescued, 
and then the torpedo boat circled 
about the locality for more than an 
hour. 
Finally a-white patch of wa- 


ter was seen dead ahead.
